Sometime  back  in  a  church  when  new  ceiling 
had  been  put  in  one  of  the  deacons  gas  show¬ 
ing  the  visiting  preacher  the  beautifill  Ilgured 
wainscoting  around  the  room.

And  so 
it  also  happens  that  the  Lord  often  ^akes  the 
very  lives  that  seem  most  unpromising  and  even 
deformed  by  sin  and  makes  of  them  th£  choicest 
and  most  useful  and  ornamental  vessels  for 
His  household.  From  Paul  on  down1  the  line 
the  chief  of  sinners  has  often  become  <he  great¬ 
est  of  the  saints;  for  where  sin  abounded,  grace 
did  abound  more  exceedingly.

It  A*  our  opportunity  and  by  the 
grace  of  Ood  R  profited  hy  It. 

But  we  anfiomlng  Into  changed  conditions, 
socially  and  ifiaistrlally  and  It  will  he  the  task 
of  Baptists  toS*ove  that  they  are  equal  to  the 
demands  of  aRsed  circumstance*.

In  the  orthodot  church  who  Is  as 
much  a  Unitarian  as  I  am  Relieves  In  Evolution 
that  I  know  and  can  say,  and  that  should  be 
enough  to  answer  the  question,  "What  should 
real  Christians  Do?”  Dr.  P<j>teat  so  I  understand 
believes  In  Evolution.  Therje  It  an  objective, 
"real  Christians"  shoujld  sj:e  that  a  man  who 
believes  In  Special  Creation!  takes  his  place.

He  had  two  rea 
sons  for  It;  first,  so  that  It  might  be  by  grace, 
that  is  salvatibn  by  grace  means  that  Balvatlon 
is  the  gift  of  God  bestowed  iupon  man  free,  and 
unmerited  by  man.  “(jlhrlsj  hath  redeemed  vs 
from  the  curse  of  the  law  being  made  a  curse 
for  us."  All  the  merltj  of  ^alvation  Is  In  Him. 
Christ  Is  our  righteousness!  and  Hls  righteous¬ 
ness  is  Imputed  to  us  by  F|AITH, 

Abraham  believed  God  atid  He  credited  him 
with  righteousness  In  exchange  for  his  FAITH. 
We  are  saved  now  Just  a*  Abraham  was,  by 
FAITH,  and  It  was  wisdom)  In  God  that  made 
FAITH  the  only  condition  a^  FAITH  is  the  only 
condition  possibble  for  man  to  render  unto  God. 
that  is  void  of  merit,  because  the  very  act  of 
FAITH  acknowledges  gll  th*  merit  In  Christ. 

Second,  bo  that  all  believers  might  be  sure  of 
their  salvation.  When  a  person  gets  to  the 
stage  of  repent*nee  where  they  see  their  Just 
condemnation  before  God.  s^e  their  utter  help¬ 
lessness.  and  see  themselves  inot  only  Justly  con. 
demned.  but  without  hope,  and  then  at  that 
stage  hear  the  gospel:  preached  which  offers 
salvation  free  through  Christ,,  for  the  simple 
and  only  condition  of  FAITH,  then  trust  their 
salvation  wholly  and  completely  In  Christ,  by 
the  instantaneous  act  of  f|ith,  which  comes 
under  the  head  of  a  committal  or  deposit,  then 
salvation  Is  sure  to  that  Individual.  He  knows 
he  is  saved,  simply  because  God's  word  savs 
that  a  believer  is  uncondemned. 

The  Apostle  Paul  reasoned  It  this  way: 
"Therefore,  It  la  by  Faith  tihat  it  might  be  by- 
Grace  to  the  end  the  promtSe  might  be  sure  to 
all  the  seed.”  What  Paul  njeans  to  say  Is  this. 

•  hat  It  Is  impossible  for  a  man  to  be  saved  by 
grace  any  other  way  excepit  by  FAITH,  then 
everyone  who  has  FAITH  Is  Sure  of  hls  salvation 
EVERYONE,  “TO  THE  END  THE  PROMISE 
MIGHT  BE  SURE  TO  ALL  THE  SEED." 

All  who  have  FAITH  also  have  assurance,  be¬ 
cause  assurance  Is  a  direct  result  of  FAITH. 

All  who  do  not  have  assurance,  but  doubt  their 
salvation  are  still  under  condemnation  and  un 
saved  because  they  do  not  BELIEVE  God.  If 
•hey  did  believe  God,  they  could  not  posslhlv 
doubt  their  salvation,  because  God  says  a  BE¬ 
LIEVER  Ig  already  in  possession  of  Eternal 
life  and  can  not  come  Inter  condemnation  be- 
caue  he  Jg  passed  from  death  unto  life. 

There  are  really  only  thtee  classes  of  pro 
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feysed  Christians  (while  we  have  hundreds  of 
denominations  who  differ  with  each  other  on 
minor  teachings  of  the  Bible)  bat  to  boll  it 
down  to)  the  real  essence  there  are  only  three 
c  lasses:  First,  those  who  believe  salvation  Is  un- 
(ondltlonal,  that  Is  that  people  are  saved  by 
cracd  without  FAITH;  second,  those  who  be¬ 
lieve  that  salvation  Is  by  grace  with  FAITH  as 
the  only  condition;  third,  those  who  believe  that 
other  conditions  besides  FAITH  are  required  of 
man  either  before  he  Is  converted  pr  afterward. 
The  result  of  the  three  theories  Is  this: 

First,  those  who  do  not  believe  In  FAITH  as 
the  condition,  do  not  possess  assurance  because 
(hey  haje  nothing  on  which  to  b<tse  their  as¬ 
surance. 

Sepond,  those  who  believe  that  salvation  Is  by 
grace  through  FAITH  as  the  only  condition 
have  assurance  based  on  theli'  personal  FAITH. 

Third,  those  who  would  add  othpr  conditions 
to  FAITjl  have  no  assurance  hecaupe  they  must 
wait  till  death  to  prove  their  faithfulness  In 
rendering  the  extra  conditions. 

"But  ^o  him  that  worketh  not  but  belleveth 
on  Him  that  Justified!  the  ungodly,  his  FAITH 
Is  counted  unto  him  for  righteousness.” 

"By  grace  are  ye  saved  through  FAITH  and 
that  not  of  yourselves;  it  Is  the  gift  of  God.

Our  Ideal  Is,  first  of  all,  to  he 
good  bten*  When  the  pupil  leaves  tlye  class¬ 
room.  [we  want  him  to  feel,  above  all  things, 
that  he  hap  touched  a  good  man.  No  one  of  us 
feels  that  he  has  reached  this  Ideal.  When  a 
new  rpember  of  the  faculty  Is  to  be  ^elected, 
President  Provine  Is  not  simply  ronplderlng 
scholarship,  but  positive  Christian  character. 
One  ofl  his  problems  has  been  to  find  mature

SPIRITUALIZING  EDUCATION. 

M.  O.  Patterson. 

There  Is  not  unanimity  amongst  educators 
on  the  theory  and  philosophy  of  Christian  edu¬ 
cation.  These  are  not  In  perfect  gcrord  as  to 
what  constitutes  the  distinctive  element  In  so- 
called  "(fhrtstlan  Education.”  Some  emphasize 
one  thin);;  some  emphasize  anothok".  Many  of 
our  brethren  and  sisters  who  expect  to  patronize 
dennmlngtlonal  schools  are  littlb  concerned 
abouf  thb  practical  aspect  of  the  matter,  that  of 
splrlittallitlng  the  education  given  to  their  boys 
and  btrlr  To  Interpret  their  slate  of  mind  cor¬ 
rect!^  will,  necessitate  an  answer  to  the  very 
pointed,  practical  question.  "What  has  your  col¬ 
lege  to  offer  for  the  drawing  out  and  the  devel¬ 
opment  qf  the  finer  spiritual  power*  of  the  boy 
or  tlje  girl?"  The  purpose  of  this  article  Is  to 
stat0  concretely  what  we  have  In  Mississippi  Col. 
lege  adapted  to  this  practical  pnd. 

Culture,  properly  understood,  Is  g  term  which 
stands  for  the  complete  development  of  the  In¬ 
dividual  Physical  culture  should  provide  for 
the  proper  development  of  the  body;  mental 
culttfre  Should  furnish  the  adequate  develop¬ 
ment)  of  the  mind;  spiritual  culture  must  sup¬ 
ply  not  simply  the  proper  development  of  the 
spirit,  bift  that  which  spiritualizes  all  physical 
and  mental  culture.  This  Is  the  heart  of  the 
whole  process  of  spiritualizing  education. 

There  are  certain  agencies  In  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  which  are  set  for  the  spiritual  development 
of  odr  bays  and  for  spiritualizing  the  education 
offered  In  this  Institution. 

1  I  would  place  at  the  head  of  the  list  the 
ministry  of  our  local  church.  Onjs  great  oh- 
lectlge  of  our  church  Is  to  create  and  maintain 
a  spiritual  atmosphere  which  makes  It  easier 
for  the  lqst  to  give  their  hearts  to  God,  for  the 
saved  to  develop  the  graces  of  Christian  charac¬ 
ter  and  train  for  Christian  Service-  I  would 
place  flrsf.  In  this  ministry  of  the  local  church, 
the  proclamation  of  the  Gospel  message  from 
Sunday  to  Sunday  and  the  pastorlal  abors  of  the 
consecrated  pastor.  The  ministry  of  Pastor  Wall 
at  this  place  was  exceedingly  fruitful.  He  left 
In  January  and  for  several  months,  we  have 
been  without  a  pastor.  Necessarily  this  has  In 
a  measure  crippled  this  phase  of  our  work.  The 
second  phase  of  our  local  church  ministry  Is  our 
great  Sunday  School,  now  under  the  leadership 
of  Prof.  W.  N.  Taylor.  Approximately  75  per 
cent  of  our  student  body  are  actively  enlisted  In 


The  “principle  of  comity"  Is  evoked  among 
certain  denominations,  particularly  the  (Vetho 
diets.  By  this  Is  meant  the  agreement  of  dlf 
ferent  denominations  net  to  enter  a  mission  field 
or  conduct  work  there  wben  some  other  de 
nomination  haa  previously  entered  *  Southern 
Baptists  hare  entered  Into  no  aocb  agreement* 
as  w(  believe  the  world  Is  and  should  be  open 
to  u*.  and  (hat  we  should  entef  every  field  with¬ 
out  handicaps.  It  is  Interesting  to  read  the  re¬ 
port  In  Northern  Methodist  papers  of  speeches 
made  at  the  Southern  Methodist  Conference 
Complaint  was  made  that  Northern  Metbodlats 
were  pushing  Into  Southern  territory,  and  lo 
turn  Southern  Methodists  proposed  to  go  any 
where  they  pleased.  To  quote  from  the  north¬ 
ern  exchange:  "8everal  speakers  at  different 
dmes  announced  that  thelra  la  a  world  church, 
not  a  sectional  church:  that  they  were  free  to  go 
anywhere;  and  that  the  northwest  particularly 
should  be  entered.ln  force  Ttr  8  H.  C.  Burgle 
remarked.  "We  ere  there  by  Ihe  providence  Of 
God.  and  we  propose  to  stay  there  .  .  I  believe 
we  are  a  providential  church  In  this  country,  nod 
are  not  here  to  be  bound  to  any  section  I  believe 
that,  by  the  grace  of  God.  It  la  ours  wherever 
there  la  a  need  and  wherever,  according  to  the 
principles  of  brotherllness.  wC  should  go  In 
order  to  do  our  part  In  the  consummation  of 
the  purpose  of  almighty  God.”  This  last  Ben. 
tence  of  Dr.  Burgln's  aptly  characterises  the 
position  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  alao

confession  of  faith  at  this  time,  bpt  knowing  th?.t 
Ihe  majority  of  tt(e  churches  within  the  eonvett 
lion’s  territory  had  adopted  the  New  Hatnpsh  re 
confession  at  the|r  organ  zntlon,  the  Fttnda- 
mentultsts  decided  it  would  be  gpod  strategy  to 
carry  their  polpt  by  having  the  I  convention  re 
affirm  this  declaration.

Why  is  the  convention  so  opposejd  to  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  a  statement  of  belief?  majy  will  be  dis¬ 
posed  to  ask.
